The Kast was the first objective of the fascist conspirators. 

in his book "Mein Kampf" (which is already at the disposal of the Tri- 
bunal) Hitler wrote as early as 1930: 

"The movement eastwards is continuing, notwithstanding every- 
thing. Russia must be erased from the list of European powers" 
(page 732, 1930 edition). 

By hypocritically proclaiming her love of peace, by giving her neighbours 
assurances of her intention to live with them in peace, Hitlerite Germany only 
strove to conceal hér real and always aggressive intentions, 

The conspirators willingly concluded any agreement, on arbitration, on 
non—aggression etc., They did it, not because they were really striving for 
peace, but with the sole intention of waiting for a suitable moment to strike 
the next treacherous blow and of lulling the nations of the world into a sense 
of false security. 

Having committed one of their scheduled aggressive acts, they strove, 
with stiil greater energy, to convince everybody that from now on they had no 
longer any aggressive plans, 

4 combination of hypocrisy and fraud, of treason and aggression, ruled 
the entire system of German foreign policy, 

With incredible insolence, the fascist conspirators violated any of their 


international obligations, or international agreements, including those which 
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directly prohibited/application of war as a solution of international disputes, 
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None of the wars provoked by the Hitlerites can be classified under the 
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the German fascists acted as ageressors, They admitted, themselves, that 
they did not hesitate to resort to provocation, in order to have an ex-

Himmler, holding several offices, combined in one person the position of 
the Reichsleiter of the security units of the SS and Reichs Commissar for 
consolidation of Germanism (Reichskommissar fuer die Festigung des deutschen 
Volkstums). As sucn, he was charged with the leadership of all State and 
Party organs within Germany, which in turn controlled the German settlements, 
the work amongst the German fascist minorities in other countries and re- 
immigration of Germans into Germany.

Ihe leader of this organization and therefore the actual deputy of 
Himmler, in this special sphere, was Obergruppenfuchrer SS Lorenz, who will

There was another criminal organization I have in mind, the "Foreign 
Organization of the N.S.D.A.P. (Auslandsorganisation der N.S.D.A.P.) abbrevi- 
ated AO.- It played an important part in creating the Fifth Colum in

Ambassador of the inner political Situation of Czechoslovakia and considering 
the character of the informetion communicated, committed high treason, 

Frank testifics: 

"All negotiations in the summer of 1938 between Henlein and myself on 

the one hand and the Reich authorities in particular Adolph Hitler, Hess 

and Ribbentrop on the other hand, were conducted for the purpose of pro 

viding the Reich authorities with information on the development of the 

political situztion in Czechoslovakia. These discussions took place on 

ne initiative of the Reich authoritics", 

I have cited this excerpt from page 4 of the Russian translation of Docu- 
ment 3061~PS, 

Frank stated that he was aware of "the treason committed by the Party and 

its entire icadership corps, by receiving money from abroad for putting 

into effect measures inimical to the State", This excerpt is on page 

2 of the Russian translation of Document 3061-PS , 

In Bohemia and Moravia therc was a so-called "Frei Korps Henlein" 

(Henlein's Free Corps), 

During the interrogation on the 15th August 1945 Frank testified that 
Henlein and his staff had their hoadquarters in Tandorf Castle near Reuch, 
Henlein himself was the head of the Staff of thc Corps, which bore the name 


"Frei-Korps der Fuchrers", According to Frank the free-Corps was established

of Document No. 3061-PS, 
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Amongst the trophies of our heroic “eg army there are the archives of 
the German Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 

The Soviet Delegation has now in its possession some new documents, 
It would be advisable. it seems to me, to introduce here some of the 
material obtained in this manner in order to complement the information 
previously submitted to the Court, 

They are of particular interest, if one recalls that the intention 
to protect the interests of the fascist minorities was one of the 
favorite pretexts for aggression used by the fascist conspirators, 

I will read an excerpt from the top-secret record of the conference 
Which took place at 1200 noon 29 March 1938 in Berlin in the Ministry 
of Foreign 4ffairs on the question of Suleten Germans:

4& very brief excerpt from a top secret and very important State

The rest of this document signed by von Stechoff is of no interest, and 
I will not read it, 
As far as I can judge the minutes of Hitler's reception of the Czech 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, Chvalkovsky, on 21 January 1939, that is to say 
shortly before the complete occupation of Czechoslovekia, =- are of great 
interest, Hitler's mendacious and pompous statements as to his respect for 
the independence of small nations, statements recorded in the document I a A L 
about to quote are characteristic of his perfidious tactics, (This document 4 or 
is presented to the Tribunal as TT 266), 
"Chvalkovsky began by thanking the Fuehrer for having done his count ry 
the honour of receiving twice within three months, the Czech Minister of 
Forcign Affairs, He had come here, to inform the Fuehrer, that although it 
had cost him great efforts, he hod strictly fulfilled the promise he had made 
to the Fuehrer on the l4th of October... 
The Fuchrer thanked Chvalkovsky for the fulfillment of his promises, 
The forcign policy of a state, he said, is determined by its home policy, 


It is quite impossible to carry out a foreign policy, of type "A", and at

the same time, a home policy of type "B", It could succeed only for a short 
while. From the very start the development of events in Czechoslovakia was 
bound to lead to a catastrophe, And this catastrophe had beon avoided thanks 
to Germany, 

Had Germany not stuck to Netional-Socialist principles, = which forbade 
annexptionsy the fate of Czechoslovekia would have followed another course, 
Whatever, to day, remains of Czechoslovakia, has been saved not by Benesh, 
but only thanks to National-Socizlist principles, 

For example, the strength of the Dutch and Danish armies rested not 
in themselves, but in the fact that the whole world was convinced of the 
absolute neutrality of these States. When war broke out, it was well know, 
that the problem of neutrality was one of very groat import=nce to these 


countries. The case of Belgium was somewhat different,

this particular case, Germany was compelled to forestall possible 
eventuelities. These smell countries were defended not by their armies, 
but by respect to their neutrality. Chavalkovsky backed by Mastny egain 
Spoke about the situation in Czechoslovakia, afd about the attitude of 

the majority of the peasents. before the crisis, he seid, the people did 
not know whet they were to expect of Germany. But when they saw thet they 
would not be exterminsted, and thet Germeny wished to lead the Czech people 
in her weke, they heaved e sigh of relief. World propegenda a-sinst 

wich the Fuehrer hed been strugclins for so many years wes now f cussed on 


tiny Czechoslovakia. Chvelkovsky begged tne Fuenrer to address, from 


Siracles. The Fuenrer did not know the ereat weight the Czech people 
atteched to ais wore. If he would only openly declare, that he intended 
Colleborsting with the Czech people, = and with the people, not’ with the 


winister of Foreign Affeirs, - all foreign propsgande would be utterly 
defeated. The Fuearer concluded tne conversention end expressed his 
belief in a promising future. aezsel". 

Now it would be opportune to refer again to a document, which has already 
been mentioned at tnis trial. I mean the so-called, "Document for 
Superior officers only" dated 30th of May 1936. It bears the No. OKW 42/3 
and 388 PS end has been presented to the Tribunel by my honecureble 
collegues of the USa Delegation, The Chief Prosecutor of the USSR 

also referred to this cocunent in nais opening statement. sornuleting 

tne contents of the fascist Conspirecy against Czecasslovakia, Hitler 


stated, thet his irrevocable decisionwas to defest Czecnoslovakia in 


the inmediate future by uilitery s¢eression. 
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He divides this task into two parts} political and military, and then ` ``’ 
with his characteristic boundless cynicism, declares: 

"The most favorable moment, both politically and militarily, would be 
if a lightning blow were to be delivered under the pretext of some incident, 
which will provoke Germany in the most abrupt manner." 

The document bears Hitler's Signature. This was the authentic plan of 
Hitler and his ascomplices concerning Czechoslovakia, drawn up far in ad=- 
vance of the day, when Chvalkovsky requested that sriminal "to address from 
time to time a few kind words to the Czech people." 

Even, if in his public utterances Hitler sometimes used what Chvalkovsky 
called "kind words", the actual relations were developing altogether aioe 
entirely different lines, 

I would like, at this moment, to present to the Tribunal the "Notes to 7 
the Report" on Plan "Gruen" of 2h 8.1938, the greater part of which has Ww 
already been read into the record as document #388-PS. Here are two para~ 
graphs: 

"The execution of Plan "Gruen" will start with the creation of an inciden 
in Czechoslovakia, which will give Germany a pretext for a military interven 
tion, 

It id of the greatest inportancs:tò fix' the exact dey and houp“for ” 
Shaging the incident. This incident must be provoked under weather condi- 
tions favorable for our Superior air force in carrying out the operation, 
and it should be timed in such a way, that the respective notification 
should reach us by midday of X~1 day. This will enable us to follow it 
up immediately by issuing the order X, on the X = 1 day, at 1400. 

The document was signed by Jodl, These are not mere words; this is 
a plan of hideous provocation; a plan which, as we already know, has been 


carried into effect. 


The above document concludes as follows: "the purpose of these state- 
ments is’ to indicate how intensely the armed forces are interested in the 
incident, and to point out that they should be informed in good time as 
to the Fuehrer's intentions, insofar as the Abwehr department will be 
éntrusted, in one way or another, with the organization of the incident", 
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Document No. 388-PQ@ has already been accepted by you, as evidence pre- 
sented by the USA prosecution. I only wish to stress this fact: the murderers 
and the &ggrossors, were not only calmly enzaged in working out plans for 
their crimes against other nations, but were also anxious to out them into 
effect under practical conditions most adventageous for themselves as far as 
of it 

this was possible. They need fine weather, and 24 hours,;for the final pre- 
paration, Moreover, they need an incident, provoked by thenselves, which would 
justify their dirty crimes in the eyes of "at least a part of the world spinion, 

This latter fact demonstrates clearly that Hitlerites themselves were 
perfectly aware of the criminality of their actions. 

In passing, I wish to draw your attention to one point: OKW bears direct 
responsibility for the criminal character of these actions. They cannot

If it please the Tribunal, it is worthy of note, that according to 
German plans the occupation of Danzig was regarded either as an integral 
prt of the aggression against Poland, or, in case of a different political 
sitwation, as an independent operation; but, in both cases, it was planned 
well in advance, 

This set of documents listed as No. Om120, includes a top-secret directive 
intended exclusively for commanding officers, and which was to be transmitted 
through officers only. It is important to note that the subject of this 
document, which I am about to present to the Tribunal, is indicated as follows: 
"Instructions concerning the uniform preparation for war of the Armed Forces 
for the years 1939-1940." Just as the previous ones, this document was not 
intended for a wide circle of readers. It was typed only in seven originals, 
The fascist conspirators were not very anxious to popularize their planned 
preparation for war, 

And again in the appendix to Directive OKW 37/39, which I have already 
submitted to the Tribunal 


» and which is entitled: "Special Orders for 


'opcration Weiss'", there is a very significant sentence. 


I will read into the record the last but one sub-paragraph of paragraph 
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"In cèse of è public announcement of the general mobilization 
(Mobplen"), the mobilizetion will Putomaticelly extend to all 
civilian life, including wer production.

It seoms highly significent to me thet the fescist conspirators, 
though fully conscious of the fect thet wêr was to be initieted, 
hed plenned - tho execution of their criminal intent without en 
nouncing ® mobilization.

It must not be forgotten that this free 
expression of will had been anticipated by the above operational order No. l, 
to the very day. 

To conclude, I consider it essential to read, almost in full, a rather 
long but exceptionally important document, I have in mind a note by the de- 
fendant Bormann of 2/10/1940 referring to a conversation about Poland. This 
conversation was held after a dinner which took place in Hitler's apartment. 

"Secret Berlin, 2/10 - 1940

2.10.1940. After a dinner, at the Fuehrer's apartment there developed a con- 
\ ‘hy versation on the nature of the Government General, the treatment of the Poles 
AY and the incorporation, already approved by the Fuehrer, of the districts of 

Piotrokow and Tomshev into the Warta province. 

The conversation began when the Reichsminister, Dr, Frank, informed the 
Fuehrer that the activities in the Government-—General could be termed very 
successful, The Jews in Warsaw and other cities had been locked up in the 
ghetto; Cracow would very shortly be cleared of them", 

I now skip a few paragraphs, 

"The Fuehrer further emphasized that the Poles, in direct contrast to our 
German workmen, are born for hard labour; we must give all possibilities of 
advancement to our German workers; as to the Poles - there can be no question 


of improvement for them, On the contrary, it is necessary to keep the 


standard of life low in Poland and it must not be permitted to rise", 
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The Government-General must under no conditions, be an isolated and a 
uniform economic region; the Government-General must not produce independently, 
even in part, any manufactured goods necessary for its subsistence; the 
Government-General should be used by us as a source of unskilled labour (in 
industries such as brick manufacturing, road construction, etc, etc.) One 
cannot change the nature of a Slav, the Fuehrer has emphasized.

The Fuehrer has explained that the Reich needs large estates to provide 
food for our large cities; these large estates, as well as other establish- 
ments of rural economy, are in need of labor, and cheap labor to boot, for 
the cultivation of the soil and for harvesting .... As soon as the harvest 
time is over, the laborers can go back to Poland, because, should they be 
employed in rural economy the whole year round, they themselves will use up 
an important part of the produce, The best solution would thus be to import

The 6th April 1941 was marked by a new crime planned and carefully pre- 
pared beforehand on the part of the fascist conspirators. 

Without any warning or declaration of war, they attacked Yugoslavia. 


The attack on Yugoslavia was a flagrant breach of Article 3 of the 


Hague Convention of 18.10.1907 and of the Sellogg—Briand Pact of 27.8.1928. 
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The Delegations of Great Brit&in and of the U.S.4. have already 
Submitted to the Tribunal a considerable number of documents referring to 
the subject of the treacherous attack on Yugoslavia.

"Ihe Government of the Third Reich and the Hitlerite party secretly 

organized the German minority. The Germans who had been settled 

in Yogoslavia by the Austrian emperors over a century ago, enjoyed 

full rights, as brothers, and a cultural autonomy, They had their 

own schools, as well as representatives in parliaments and in the 

local Government. They numbered 14 million (i.e, represented about 

3% of the population). 

From 1920 onwards they had their mass organization =- the 

Swabian-German cultural union (called the "cultural Union" for short).

"e.The Hitlerites drew into their ambit all the separatist 
and chauvinistic elements, as, for instance, Pavelich's

in Berlin. On the other hand, acting through their agents,

On page 68, as document No, 28 of that eollection;we neve a transcript of \ 
conversations which took place during the conference of 17 January 1938. There 
is no need to read into the record the entire document, I will limit myself 
to the following three utterances made by Hitler on that occasion: 

"As regards Yugoslavia, Germany is interested in the existence of a 
strong Yugoslavia." 

And somewhat later in the course of the same conversation: 

"Whatever may happen there, Yugoslavia's present boundary will remain as 
inviolable as the Brenner is today." 

Still further Hitler professed to know

The OKW, the Ministry of Foreign affairs and the Gestapo were 
interwoven into one entity. This is borne out elso by the following 
document. 

General Neditch— ex-Prine Minister of the quisling Yugoslav 
sovernnment - in his depositions gives some interesting information 
relating to the this question. 

Before quoting a few excerpts from his deposition, I must say a few 
words concerning four Germans, whom Neditch mentions by name. «ae speaks 
of Kreus, Turner, Kiesel and Kronnolz. 

Dr. Kraus was chief of the Gestapo "South East", which had its 
central office in Belerede. Dr. Turner was chief of staff of the 
Civil adiiinistration department of the German militery command in 
Serbia. Dr. Kiesel was Dr. Turner's deputy. Kronholz did not hold any 
Official post. sxe hed already lived in Yugoslavie before the war, and 
was a director of the German transport business "Schenker Ltd" 
(Schenker Aktiengesellschaft). ne subsequently turned out to be a 
important German intellizence agent. This informetion is certified 
by the Yucoslev Extraordinary Comission for the investi.,etion of 
German atrocities. Havins «iven this inforpuation, I shall now quote 
a snort excerpt frou the evidence of the Serbian quisling - general 
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Nediteh; I present this to you under Nusber USSR.-288, 
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"I came to know Krohholz during the occupation period, before I 
becane Prine minister. As far as I can remember, he was brought to 
me by the Chief of the Gestapo, Dr. Kraus...Then Kronholz insisted 
that I should accept the proposed post...Turner received me in the 
presence of Dr. Kiesel and said that he authorized me, through 
General Dankelnann, the German Military commander in Serbia, to forn 
an authoritarian governicntee, 

Llmost simultaneously with the creation of my government, the 
Gerrans established contact with a croup of tchetniks under the cole 
mand of Petchanatz, who had until then been hiding in the forestSe 
This contact was also established through the Chief of the Gestapo, 

this 
Dr. Kraus. Shortly efter Petchanatz arrived in Belgrade, called to 
see ne and offered his services. That is how my government came to 
form its first armed units," 
& little further, Neditch continued: 

"As soon as the formation of my government had been proclaimed 
in the beginning of September 1941, a delegation called on me with 
authority from Draje Mikhailovitch, to start negotiations." 

Neditch enumerates the terms, which are of no interest to us, and then 
said: 

"I, for my part, accepted ell these terms and offers. Draje re= 
ecived money and the Germans permitted it." 

Still another part of this record seers of importance to nee It concerns 
Neditch's visit to Hitler and Ribbentrope 
Ncditch stated: 
"I noticed that, at the meeting with Ribbentrop, a demand was made 
that I should place all the spiritual and material resources of 


Serbia at the disposal of the Gerran Reich for the prosecution of 


MRS War," 
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Speaking of his meeting with Hitler Neditch stated: 

uHe yelled at me, emphasizing that the order concerning 100 for one 

was too lenient, that it should have been increased to 1000 for onee 

He added also that he was prepared to exterminate the entire popula= 

tion, if the Serbians continued to act like rebels," 

The head of fascist Germany wanted to handle the Slav countries @s 
if they were his own personal propertye In this he received the whole- 
hearted assistance of generals and diplomats, industrialists and intell- 

i enco officers. 

All aggressive action was prepared and carried out With their direct 
participation, 

I repeat: the German generals as a body were not merely an obedient 
tool in Hitler's hands. The defendants Keitel, Jodl and Goering personally 
participated in the planning, preparation, and perpetration of crimes against 

peoples and states, 

Document 1195-PS added yet another proof of this fact. The aforenamed 
defendants together with Neurath and Frick, Schirach and Frank, Seyss-In- 
quart and Ribbentrop, bear direct responsibility for the gravest crimes, 
which I denouncedbefore the Tribunal. 

"Notional-Socialism cannot be separated from the idea of war" = this 
is acknowledged by the Hitlerites themselves. 

In other words, Hitlerism and aggressive war are one and the same 
thinge 

ind if it is not always the military leaders alone who plan wars, it 
is always they who conduct then. 

The full weight of responsibility for aggression, for aggressive Wer, 
for the death of millions of people, for atrocities, for the destruction
